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PROSPECTS FOR SERVICE LEGISLATION. 
OPINIONS OF MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 


The “Journal” has made a careful and exhaustive can- 
yass of the Military and Naval Committees of the two 
Houses of Congress during the week upon questions 
which are of the utmost importance to both services. We 
have asked Senators for their opinions on reorganiza- 
tion, increase of the enlisted force and of the Navy ma- 
terial, and of the policy which should be pursued in the 
matter of coast defense. 

Apparently the House Appropriations Committee, which 
will handle the coast defense matter, will cut the ap- 
propriations down as low as possible, but the Senate will 
attempt to increase, the appropriations up to a respect- 
able figure. Chairman Cannon, of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, believes there should be a great re- 
duction in the coast defense appropriation for the next 
fiscal year on the ground that the revenues are not now 
sufficient to meet expenditures. On the other hand, Sen- 
ator McBride, chairman of the Senate Coast Defense 
Committee, declared in the “Journal” of Nov. 13, that “I 
am in favor of a large increase in the appropriation for 
coast defenses.” Of course, the Senate Appropriations 
Committee will handle the coast defense bill, but Sen- 
ator MeBride and other members of the Senate Coast 
Defense Committee propose to make a strenuous effort 
to secure an adequate appropriation for defending the 
seaports of the country. 

So far as the reorganization of the Army is concerned, 
there seems to practically be a concensus of opinion that 
it would be unwise to press 4 meastre in regard to this 
matter during the present session. Chairman Hull, one 
of the strongest advocates of a reorganization of che 
Army, has given up hope in this connection and Senator 
Hawley intimates that there is no chance of getting the 
bill through the Senate. This may also be attributed to 
the failure of the Dingley law to produce sufficient reve- 
nues to meet the expenses of the Government. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the artillery will be increased by 
two regiments and both Senator Hawley and Representa- 
tive Hull have introduced bills on the subject. In the 
Military Committee of the Senate, a poll made by the 
“Journal” gives a majority of three in favor of the 
proposition with Senators Bate and Walthall to be heard 
from, and Senators Pettus and Cockrell opposed. 

Aside from increase of the Navy, the most important 
matter which will come up in connection with that ser- 
vice during the session will be the reorganization of the 
personnel. Present indications are that the bill prepared 
by the Roosevelt Board will not be passed and here 
again do we hear urged the cry of lack of revenue. Other 
objections are made, which are set forth in the inter- 
views given below. It is recognized by the committees 
that reorganization means an additional expenditure of 
more than $600,000, and they declare that this cannot be 
made until the Dingley law brings in sufficient revenue 
to meet the expenses of the Government. ) ’ 

There is little likelihood that Congress will authorize 
the establishment of the number of docks recommended 
by the Seeretary of the Navy. It is possible that two 
may be authorized, but even this number is considered 
large and it will probably meet with bitter opposition. 
So far as increasing the number of battleships is con- 
cerned, a proposition to this effect will meet with the 
question: “What about getting armor?” It is consid- 
ered probable that the House will authorize a battleship, 
but it is doubtful if the Senate will concur. The Ar- 
mor Plate Plant will not be authorized. 

On the Naval Committee of the Senate, Senators Hale, 
Smith, Perkins, McMillan and Hanna are in favor of 
increasing the number of battleships, while Senators 
Chandler, Butler, Tillman and Martin are opposed, with 
Senators MeBhery and Platt to be heard from. There is 
uo question that torpedo boats will be authorized, as 
there seems to be a general impression that more of this 

of vessels are required. 

Senator Hawley, chairman of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, said: “I think those interested in coast defenses 
expect. $5,000,000 for the Engineering work during 
ihe coming session. The Engineers have the first part of 
the work to do in selecting the grounds and purchasing 
it, and they have undoubtedly performed their work with 
nilitary wisdom. There are some twenty or twenty-one 
points fortified or to be fortified, some of which have the 
cuns mounted. Others are completed and the guns ready 
to be mounted. In other cases the work is still going on. 
There are a large number of guns to be built between 
how and next July. The contracts for many of the guns 
tow building are based on the present appropriation and 
wless this highly important work is to stop there must 
he liberal appropriations during the winter. There will 
be a large number of guns in place shortly and we wi 
ot have a single artillery soldier or officer to handle 
them and keep them clean. Some 1,600 artillerymen are 
tbsolutely necessary, and before they can be permitted to 
handle those high power guns they must be given care- 
ful training. Unless we are to abandon the theory that 
the nation ought to be in a condition of defense we have 
make some appropriations and continue this im- 
portant and well planned work. I am in favor of what 
the Secretary of War asks for, if he believes that amount 
tan be wisely expended. There is a tendency toward a 
‘tampede in the direction of economy, but true economy 
‘8 perfectly consistent with energetic progress in com- 
pleting our coast defenses. In regard to the reorganiza- 
ton of the Army, I can only say that any reorganization 
scheme naturally carries money with it. The revenues 
of the country do not meet expenditures and consequent- 
'y the outlook is not favorable.” 
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_ Senator Carter, of Montana.—It will be a difficult mat- 
‘r to get through Congress any measure carrying an 
iddit onal appropriation with it. Therefore the chances 
of the passage of the reorganization of the Army bill 
‘re not good. I favor a reorganization of the military 
‘ervice on modern lines, but I do not think a proposition 
this character will pass for the present unless in the 
‘vent of the calamity of war, when it would be necessary 
’ place the military service upon a modern basis. The 
*Xt war would necessitate the open order formation to 
freater extent than heretofore because of the power 
‘ud penetration of the new rifle and its bullets; there- 


fore more officers would be required. The militia is in 
the same trouble as the Army and its reorganization 
would probably only be effected in case of hostilities. 


Senator Proctor, of Vermont, formerly Secretary of 
War and a member of the Committee on Military Affairs, 


said: 

“There is no question that the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs will make a favorable report on the La- 
mont Army Reorganization bill, and the bill, the passage 
of which is particularly recommended by Secretary Alger, 
to increase the artillery by two regiments. The Senate 
and House have already passed a bill for the increase of 
the artillery, but when the bill was returned to the 
Senate we tacked on the features of the Lamont bill as 
an amendment, after which the whole bill failed of 
passage. It is probable that at this session we shall en- 
deavor to treat the two measures separately. I believe 
the prospects of passing the artillery bill in the Senate 
are fair, but there exists in the body a sentiment of 
aversion to legislation which will materially increase ex- 
poamnteses. I am strongly in favor of the passage of 

th measures. We certainly need more artillery to gar- 
rison our coast defenses properly, and we ought to have 
adopted the three battalion formation long ago. The 
great improvements in small arms and all the conditions 
of modern warfare demand this formation and it is to 
be hoped that Congress may at this session see the wis- 
dom of abolishing our present obsolete Army organiza- 
tion. It has seemed in the past that little less than a 
serious prospect of actual war would wake up Congress 
to its duty of properly providing for the needs of the 
Army. The Military Committee will do all in its power 
to gain for the Army at this session the favorable con- 
sideration of the Senate. 

Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, though he is generally opposed to any 
increase in the standing Army, may not oppose the bill 
to increase the artillery, on the ground that it is neces- 
sary for the efficiency of the coast defenses, Senator 


Cockrell said: 

“T have never been impressed with the idea of further 
increasing the strength of the Army in times of peace, 
but I am willing to say that I shall take up the consid- 
eration of the bills that may come before the Military 
Committee at this session without prejudice, and shall 
consider them in the light of all the newest information 
and suggestions that can be brought to bear upon them.” 


Senator Petters, of Alabama, of the Committee on Mil- 


itary Affairs, said: 

“T am open to the persuasion of argument on the sub- 
ject of Army legislation. Generally speaking, I do not 
like the idea of increasing the enlisted force of the Army, 
because I consider the militia of the States sufficient in 
all respects to meet the emergencies of the outbreak of 
war. I am not opposed, however, to the increase of 
the number of trained officers of the regular Army or 
Navy, because I consider it well to have a large number 
of men capable of exercising command. Therefore I am 
in favor of increasing the quota of candidates to West 
Point and Annapolis, and I would probably vote for a 
measure providing for an increase in the enlisted force 
of the Navy. If the three battalion bill were to be 
amended so as not to include any increase in the size of 
Army, as has been suggested by some Army officers, I 
would heartily favor it, and I will not say that I will 
oppose it, even as it stands at present. I shall have to 
consider the separate artillery bill fully before express- 
ing my views upon it.” 


Representative Hull, chairman of the Military Com- 


mittee, said: 

“I do not believe there is much chance for the passage 
of a reorganization measure. I thought it might be pos- 
sible to pass it in conjunction with the bill increasing 
the artillery arm of the service by two regiments. The 
Democrats are opposed to the passage of the reorganiza- 
tion scheme, however, and it does not look now as though 
it will go through. Of course, I would prefer that the 
entire reorganization scheme should be passed. I am in 
favor of coast defenses and desire that the work shall be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible in order to render 
our coasts absolutely secure.” 


Representative Mahon, who has introduced and re- 
introduced bills to grant longevity pay to certain officers 
of the Army, made this statement on the subject to a 
representative of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

“T believe the longevity measure I introduced would be 
passed if it could be brought before the House. The fact 
that there is a lack of revenue will prevent its coming 
before the House, however, and consequently there is no 
chance of its passage at the present session.” 

Representative Griffin, a member of the House Mili- 


tary Committee: 

“TI do not believe there will be any strong effort made 
during the session to secure the passage of a reorganiza- 
tion scheme. The Secretary of War fails to recommend 
it, and any measure that might be prepared by the Com- 
mittee would have to go to him for endorsement. I do 
not believe that a reorganization scheme will go through. 
There is little doubt in my mind that there will be an in- 
crease of two regiments of artillery. Preceding legisla- 
tion demands such an increase.” 


Senator Hale, of the Naval Commit- 
tee, said: “One of the results of the Armor 
Plate controversy is it will have a_ discouraging 
effect upon the appropriations for the Navy. When 
we talk of an increase in the number of battleships, 
the first question asked is, ‘What will we do about 
armor?’ herefore the unfinished condition of the 
Armor Plate question operates against larger appropria 
tions for new ships. We must have some settlement of 
the Armor Plate matter and some provision must be 
made during the present session for the armor for the 
battleships Alabama, Wisconsin and Illinois. Besides 
the Armor Plate controversy, the treasury is not in a 
good financial condition, and lack of revenues tends to 
make appropriations for new naval structures compara- 
tively small. I think we will get through at least one 
more battleship and a good number of torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers.

service. Next in importance to new ships come dry docks. 
Everybody is mortified and humiliated at finding thar 
when we needed to dock one of our new ships we had 
no suitable place in the United States for her and the

Navy Department was compelled to resort to British 
conveniences. We sent the Indiana to Halifax. Noth- 
ing else could be done. The Secretary had to do 
it. Naval officers hated to see it done. The public 


was mortified, but the Department was compelled to take 
the action it did for the preservation of the ship. That 
incident brought very sharply before the people and Con-

gress the absolute necessity of our having suitable and 


proper docks commensurate with the present and grow- 
ing needs of the Navy. The Secretary's general plan in 
regard to this matter is a good one and I have introduced 
au bill authorizing the construction of the docks at the 
points he reconimends. It is my belief that Congress will 
appropriate the necessary funds and authorize more docks. 
It is not necessary to appropriate any great amount at this 
time, only a sum suflicient to start the work, and as the 
revenues under the Dingley tariff law will steadily in- 
crease, future appropriations can be made for complet- 
ing the work. 

“To properly man ships we now have in service we 
have also to consider the question of the number of sea- 
men and sailors, the rank and file of the Navy and if 
any further addition is needed. I believe an increase of 
the enlisted force is necessary and will have to be sup- 
plied in very large numbers. I think Congress will au- 
thorize the enlistment of at least 1,000 additional men. 

“The whole question of the personnel of the Navy, the 

reorganization of the different corps, the numbers and 
methods of promotion in the different grades and the re- 
lation which the staff corps shall bear to the line and the 
rank of officers in both make a very difficult, vexatious 
and heretofore much fought over question which the 
Naval Committees of the two Houses must take up and 
fully consider. To any one who has gone over this ques- 
tion, the prospect is not encouraging. The jealousies of 
the officers, the sharp feeling between the staff corps and 
the line, and the general prejudices and lack of é¢onsider- 
ation displayed by officers both in the line and in the 
staff make the prospect of any action very doubtful. 
I’retty much every novice who comes into the Depart- 
ment in a high official relation starts with the idea 
that he can easily solve this question. When he has had 
us much experience in this matter as members of commit- 
tees and commissions which have undertaken the task, 
he will realize the difficulties. 
_ “I believe the settlement of the Armor Plate question 
is attended with a great many difficulties; that when we 
so into the question of the Government building its plant 
we accept the undoubted result of the armor plate being 
no better than it is now, taking a longer time to furnish 
and costing from thirty to sixty per cent. more than it 
would cost in a private establishment. The armor plate 
companies through selfishness made themselves respon- 
sible for the present condition, Before the matter came 
up in the Senate with the strong feeling against the 
companies, they could have made a reasonable agreement 
with the Department and would have been authorized to 
have made contracts at prices which would give them a 
handsome profit. They would not see that and insisted 
upon a larger price than Congress would give. The re- 
sult was that the prejudice against them increased and 
now they have very few friends in Congress. What the 
outcome will be I can’t pretend to say. 

“LT have great confidence in the present Secretary of the 
Navy. I think he is taking hold of things intelligently 
and that he is getting at the bottom of all matters which 
come before him.” 


Senator Chandler, 1 member of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee said: 

“T am not in favor of building any more battleships 
until we can get armor for a reasonable price, and how 
to get that is a troublesome question. I do not want to 
see a Government plant, but there is no intention to 
give the armor companies an unreasonable price for their 
product. Our battleship building has come to an end. 
Chere is no harm in that. We have spent enough money 
on this type of ships and it is about time to take a breath. 
We need some of the largest and fleetest torpedo boats. 
We need ordnance. We especially need guns for the 
ships of the American line—St. Paul, St. Louis, Paris 
and New York. We need to get their batteries ready 
immediately. We -need to spend a great deal of meney 
on powder. I am in favor of confining appropriations to 
these things. I am against building any more docks at 
present. I am for torpedo boats, guns, projectiles, tor- 
pedoes and powder afloat; net for spending any money 
on shore, I think we ought to have many torpedo boats 
of the largest size. - 

“I shall be disposed to favor any reasonable bill for 
the improvement of the personnel of the Navy which 
the Naval officers agree to, but if they quarrel among 
themselves Congress will do nothing. am in favor of 
making an increase of the enlisted force necessary for 
our present needs, 

“In regard to our shipbuilding policy, I think it is 
about time that we should reach some conclusion as to 
what we ought to do. Shall we have a navy which, 
added to that of France and Russia, shall equal Great 
Britain? It seems to me that this matter should be 
given particular attention at this time. I have been in 
favor of completing the battleships Wisconsin, Alabama 
and Illinois. Although I favored giving the companies 
3400 per ton during the last session, I voted with the 
others to adhere to $300. I do not know whether they 
will agree to $400 or not. If it be true that the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem companies have acquired the right to the 
Krupp process, which is reported to be superior to an 
other in the world, I believe that this will be an addi- 
tional reason why Congress will not authorize more bat- 
tleships or armored cruisers.” 


Senator Tillman.—The building of battleships has come 
to an end for the present on account of the armor con- 
troversy. I favor the building of a Government plant, 
believing that its establishment will be a check to the 
rapacious armor makers. believe that the only in- 
crease of the Navy authorized will be in the direction of 
more torpedo boats. In regard to the Navy personnel, I 
can only say that I believe the Engineer Corps is en- 
titled to more recognition. There is great jealousy be- 
tween the two corps. I have talked with members of 
both of them and it strikes me that jealousy is at the 
bottom of the whole trouble. I do not think there is any 
chance for the passage of any reorganization measure 
that carries any great appropriation with it, 


Representative Bull of Rhode Island.—If the officers 
of the Navy can get together and agree upon a measure 
I believe it will be passed by Congress. see, how- 
ever, that there are three officers who dissented from the 
majority report of the Personnel Board, which has just 
completed its labors. I believe there should be an in- 
crease of the Engineer Corps and it is my opinion that 
its members are entitled to greater recognition than that 
they now receive. I doubt very much, however, if any 
measure will pass during the coming session carrying any 
large expenditure of money. The spirit of economy has 
struck Congress. 


Representative Hawley of Texas.—I have not yet form- 
ulated any views on naval questions, and will not do so 
until I have carefully considered them, 





Representative Foss, a member of the Naval Affairs 


Committee of the House: 

“T believe the present Congress will authorize at least 
one battleship and more torpedo boats. TI would like to 
see a reorganization of the Navy, but } have not yet 
made up my mind on the subject and will want to hear 
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from the Board which has just completed consideration 
of the subject.” 


Senator Marion Butler, of North Carolina, said: 

“There is at present no pressing need for more battle- 
ships. Even the Secretary of the Navy admits that in 
his annual report. Any proposition to build more battle- 
ships will be met with a proposition to build the armor 
plate establishment. Snch an establishment ought to be 
erected in the South, and if it be authorized, I have 
no doubt that the South will be the section in which it 
will be placed. I have not paid much attention to the 
personnel question, but I do not believe there is much 
chance of the passage of a measure “dealing with the 
matter at this session, as the Senate Naval Committee 
and the Senate have too many other important questions 
to discuss. Besides the increase of pay, urged by the 
Board, which recently adjourned, will be one of the chief 
objections to the enactment of its scheme by the present 
Congress.” 

Senator Mark Hanna, a member of the Naval Com- 
mittee, favors an increase of the Navy upon the lines 
recommended by the President in his annual message and 
by the Secretary of the Navy in his annual report. He 
also favors a reorganization of the personnel, but does 
not believe there should be any increase in expenditures 
for the service until the Dingley tariff law produces more 
revenue, 

Senator MeMillan, a 
Committee, said: 

“T am in favor of a greater increase of the Navy. I 
am also in favor of dry docks. What is the use of 
having a Navy unless there are dry docks in which the 
ships may be cleaned and renaired whenever the neces- 
sity arises? I think some action may be taken with ref- 
erence to the reorganization of the personnel. Some- 
thing ought to be done. When the report of the Com- 
mission now considering the subject is received, it will 
he referred to the Naval Committee, and be considered 
by that body. T believe any attempt to increase the pay 
of the Navy will endanger the chances of the passage of 
the measure. This Congress desires to reduce expendi- 
tures as much as possible. Another Congress might be 
willing to give the Navy increased pay.”

THE QUESTION OF DISCIPLINE. 

The ease with which garrison discipline can be mrain- 
tained from the latitude of Washington is very encour- 
aging to officers actually on duty with troops. It shows 
that the problems which seem to them near at hand very 
perplexing are simplicity themselves when viewed from 
a proper distance. 

Officers often find the devil and 
the deep sea. They must maintain discipline, they must 
prompt and 
or otherwise we shall have no Army. 
do it? By reporting the 
ters and asking for instructions? In such 
case a self-respecting and efficient officer would 
feel called upon to accompany his request for 
help with a letter of resignation. He must deal with 
the difficulty promptly and in such a way as to convince 
the insubordinate that, in the proper discharge of his 
duty, bis will is law and his orders not open to discus- 
He must never lose his temper, of course, and 
in the calm seclusion of a bureau office, with nothing 
more exciting before him than an indorsed paper, he 
might escape the temptation to do so. That he is wrong 
when he does yield to personal feeling no one will ques- 
tion. What is in doubt is the measure of his offense 
when nothing worse results than the rough handling of 
an intractable subject. 

Tt is natural that there should he a difference of opin- 
ion on this subject between the War Department and 
those whose similarity of experience make them sympa- 
brother officer. Each should consider the 
difficulties of the other, The officer on his part should 
not forget that those who legislate for the Army, and 
those who ask for legislation, must consider publie opin- 
ion, and the necessity of finding some way to reconcile 
the demands of discipline with American conceptions of 
the dignity of the individual man. The methods of per- 
emptory punishment, for minor offenses, said to prevail in 
the German army, dannot be permitted here, or any ap- 
proach to them. Oficers must reckon with public opin- 
ion whether they will or not, and now that the Army is 
under the searchlight of yellow journalism they may be 
sure that the slightest departure from the straight and 
narrow path of regulation and restricted authority will 
raise a tempest about their ears. The situation is one 
that can be met only by the wise and prudent manage- 
ment which tests the quality of an officer, 

It is absolutely essential to the safety of individwal 
officers, and to the reputation of the Service as a whole, 
that in every case when criticism is suggested that the 
friends of the Army may be able to reply: ‘Thus saith 
the law.” We can afford to disregard the complaints of 
those for whom this is not sufficient, but what answer 
can we make to those who point to violations of the clear- 
ly written obligations of military law? However justi- 
fiable the end an officer seeks, no one has a right to ask 
for approval when he attains it by improper methods, 
and in defiance of a public sentiment which justly holds 
the military servant of the Republic to a higher ac- 
countability than any public official. The existence of 
such a sentiment is a compliment to the Service and it 
places the officer under an obligation to sacrifice his in- 
dividual convenience, and his pride, if need be, rather 
than suffer the impression to go abroad that this con- 
fidence is misplaced. We dislike to see the Army placed 
in a position that calls for apologies or explanations. 

In matters of discipline it is rare if ever that the 
necessity arises for a departure from orderly methods, 
and when there is such imperative necessity the case 
should be so clear as to admit of no discussion, or at least 
not in Army circles. 

We fully understand the imperative nature of military 
control, but this demands that those who rule should 
also be ruled and that they should not ask from others an

themselves to accord. No complaint can be made of 
severe discipline where it is also legal, but those who go 
beyond the law not only subject themselves to the risks 
of punishment, but they bring the Service itself into dis- 
repute. 

Secretary Alger, in his consideration of the case of 
Capt. L. A. Lovering, 4th Inf., made a study of a great 
quantity of Army literature bearing upon such incidents 
as the Lovering episode. Among the old Army orders 
which the Secretary read, the following general order 
issued by Maj. Gen. Winfield Scott, in 1842, is considered 
by him as of particular interest in connection with the 
recent event at Fort Sheridan, and worthy of serious 
reading by every officer in the Army: 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY. 


G. O. No. 53. 
Washington, August 20, 1842. 

1. Intimations, through many channels, received at Gen- 
eral Headquarters, lead to more than a suspicion that 
blows, kicks, cuffs and lashes, against law, the good of the 
service and the faith of Government, have, in many in- 
stances, down to a late period, been inflicted upon private 
soldiers of the army by their officers and non-commissioned 
officers. 

2. It is due to the line, generally, to add, that those inti- 
mations refer almost exclusively to the 2d Dragoons and 3d 
Infantry. 

3. Inquiries into the reported abuses are in progress, with 
instructions, if probable evidence of guilt be found, to 
bring the offenders to trial. 

4. It is well known to every ye officer that discipline 
can be maintained (and it shall so maintained) by legal 
means. Other resorts are, in the end, always destructive 
of good order and subordination. 

5. Insolence, disobedience, mutiny, are the usual provoca- 
tions to unlawful violence. But these several offenses 
are denounced by the 6th, 7th and 9th of the rules and 
articles of war, and made punishable by the sentence of 
courts-martial. Instead, however, of waiting for such judg- 
ment, according to the nature and degree of guilt, deliber- 
ately found—the hasty and conceited—losing all self-control 
and dignity of command—assume that their individual im- 
portance is more outraged than the majesty of law, and act, 
at once, as legislators, judges and executioners. Such gross 
usurpation is not to be tolerated in any well-governed 
army. 

6. For insolent words, addressed to a superior, let the 
soldier be ordered into confinement. This, of itself, if fol- 
lowed by prompt repentance and apology, may often be 
found a sufficient punishment. If not, a court can readily 
authorize the final remedy. A deliberate, or unequivocal 
breach of orders, is treated with yet greater Judicial rigor; 
and, in a clear case of mutiny, the sentence would, in all 
probability, extend to life. It is evident, then, that there 
is not even a pretext for punishments decreed on individual 
assumption, and at the dictate of pride and resentment. 

7. But it may be said, in the case of mutiny, or conduct 
tending to this great crime—that it is necessary to cut down, 
on the en, the exciter or ring-leader. First order him to 
be seized. If his companions put him into irons or confine- 
ment, it is plain there is no spread of the dangerous ex- 
ample. But, should they hesitate—or should it be necessary 
in any ease of discbedience, desertion or running away— 
the object being to secure the person for trial—as always 
to repel a personal assault, or to stop an affray—in every 
one of these cases any superior may strike and wound; but 
only to the extent clearly necessary to such lawful end. 
Any excess, wantonly committed beyond such measured 
violence, would, itself, be punishable in the superior. No 
other case can possibly iustify any superior in committing 
violence upon the body of an inferior, without the judgment 
of a court—except that it may sometimes be necessary, by 
oe to iron prisoners for security, or to gag them for 
quiet. 

8. Harsh and abusive words, passionately or wantonly ap- 
plied to unoffending inferiors, is but little less reprehensible. 
Such language is, at once, unjust, vulgar and unmanly; and, 
in this connection, it may be useful to recall a passage from 
the old General Regulations for the Army:— 

“The general deportment of officers towards juniors or 
inferiors will be carefully watched and regulated. If this 
be cold or harsh, on the one hand, or grossly familiar on 
the other, the harmony or discipline of the corps cannot be 
maintained. The examples are numerous and brilliant, in 
which the most conciliatory manners have been found per- 
fectly compatible with the exercise of the strictest com- 
mand; and the officer who does not unite a high degree of 
moral vigor with the civility that springs from the heart, 
cannot too soon choose another profession In which im- 
becility would be less conspicuous, and harshness less 
wounding and oppressive.”’ (Edition 1825.) 

% Government not only reposes “‘special trust and confi- 
dence in the patriotism, valor, fidelity and abilities of” 
army officers, as is expressed on the face of commissions; 
but also in their selfcontrol, respect for law and gentle- 
manly conduct on all occasions. A failure under either of 
those heads ought always to be followed by the loss of a 
commission. 

10. At a time when, notwithstanding the smallness of the 
establishment, thousands of the most promising youths are 
desirous of military commissions, the country has a right 
to demand—not merely the usual exact observance of laws, 
regulations and orders, but yet more—that every officer shall 
give himself up entirely to the cultivation and practice of 
all the virtues and accomplishments which can elevate an 
honorable profession. There is in the army of the United 
States, neither room, nor associates, for the idle, the ignor- 
ant, the vicious, the disobedient. To the very few such, 
thinly seattered over the service—whether in the line or the 
staff—these admonitions are mainly addressed; and let the 
vigilant eye of all commanders be fixed upon them. No bad 
or indifferent officer should receive from a senior any favor 
or indulgence whatsoever. 

11. The attention of commanders of departments, regi- 
ments, companies and garrisons is directed to the 101st of 
the rules and articles of war, which require that the whole 
series shall be read to the troops at least once in every six 
months.

A report is in preparation by the Armor Factory oBarj 
in regard to the sites which it recently inspected with 
reference to their comparative usefulness for the pro. 
posed Government armor plate establishment. The 
Board believe that the best locality for the plant is near 
coal mines, provided the cost of the freight of the finisheq 


armor to the shipbuilding plant is not too large. The 
Board has found that in the manufacture of 6,000 tons 
of armor 60,000 tons of coal are needed and 12,000 tons 
of other material. The Board will not recommend any 
point for the proposed plant, but will simply submit a 
report on the advantages of the various sections exam. 
ined. The report will be submitted to Secretary Long 
for transmission to Congress.

We continue to receive reports through the daily papers 
of the remarkable performance in Cuba of the dynamite 
gun, described and illustrated in the “Army and Navy 
Journal” some time ago. According to a Havana dis- 
patch to the New York “Sun,” the Spanish official report 
describes the terrific effects of the pneumatic dynamite 
gun used by Gen. Garcia against the town of Guisa. The 


insurgents fired seventy-two dynamite shots on the forts. 
Each shot wrought terrible havoc. The gun was operated 
at a short distance from the town. Not a house remains 
in Guisa. All were blown to pieces. Besides the dyna- 
mite gun the insurgents used two field pieces, six and 
eight-pounders. The accompanying statement that the 
entire garrison of the town, 800 men, died heroically 
without surrendering, with the exception of 45 captured, 
discredits the whole report, however.

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Secretary Long will in a few days transmit to Con- 
gress the report of the Armor Factory Board. he See- 
retary believes there is no reason for withholding this 
information until the bids are received on Jan. 29. The 
Secretary strongly opposes the establishment of an armor 

lant and will make plain his position on the subject. 
Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate Naval Committee. 
also opposes the establishment of a plant and the senti- 
ment of the Senate as a whole is against its erection. As 
a solution of the controversy it is proposed to secure al 
increase of the limit of cost of armor from $300 per ton 
to $400. It is believed that the armor manufacturers 
will secant this price, although last year they held out 
for $425. On the completion of its report, the 
Board will be adjourned, Commo. John A. Howell, presi- 
dent of the Board, will be ordered to duty as Command- 
er-in-Chief of the European station, and Capt. A. H. Me 
Cormick will be ordered to command the battleship Ore- 
gon, relieving Capt. A. S. Barker. 


Owing to objections raised by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the Navy Department has been compelled to aban- 
don its plan of utilising life-saving stations in the pro 
posed coast line signal system. The principal lighthouses 
along the Atlantic coast will be requested to manage the 
semaphores and other signal appliances and to receive 
and transmit messages between ships at sea and the 
Navy Department. The Department is now installing 
the necessary appliances along the coast and has received 
assurances of the active support of the Naval Militia of 
New York, Massachusetts and other States. New tele 
phone and telegraph lines will be constructed and where 
the telephones of the life-saving stations can be used 
the Navy Department will ask the Treasury Depart 
ment for permission to send messages over its wires. 
The whole seaboard will be included in one general 
scheme of coast line signalling, operated jointly by the 
Naval Militia and the lighthouse service, under the di- 
rection of inspectors from the Navy.

The 
two batteries of field artillery in each regiment are to 
have an addition of four Corporals, two Farriers and one 
Saddler, and the other batteries two additional Sergeants. 
Each infantry regiment is to consist of 12 companies 
organized into 3 battalions. Each regimént of the Army 
is to have an Adjutant and a Quartermaster selected 
from its Ist Lieutenants. The grades of Artificer and 
Wagoner are abolished. All vacancies in the line, “‘after 
July 1, 1896,” are to be by seniority in the several arms. 
Graduates may, “at the discretion of the President,” be 
commissioned as Additional 2d Lieutenants, as provided 
by the act of May 17, 1886.

The Roosevelt Personnel Board completed its labors on 
Monday and adjourned sine die. Since adjournment, 
Mr. Roosevelt has been engaged in the preparation of his 
report which, it is understood, will be about 4,000 words 
in length and will be a full explanation of the provisions 
of the bill, which have been given in detail in the ““Jour- 
nal.” It is understood that an estimate has been made 
of the extra cost of the Naval Serviee, which will result 
from the adoption of the amalgamation scheme, and it 
foots up in the neighborhood of $600,000. The increase 
of cost will undoubtedly injure the chances of the 
passage of the measure during the coming session of 
Congress. In view of this fact and the further fact that 
the bill provides for an addition of 100 machinists of 
warrant rank, who shall draw pay from $1,200 to $1,400 
per year, some members of the Engineer Corps are urg- 
ing that Congress simply increase the number of Assist- 
ant Engineers by 100 as recommended by the Engineer- 
in-Chief in his annual report, and give the Engineers 
positive rank. The increase in cost would be but little 
more, Engineers declare, and harmony would be restored 
to the Navy just as effectually as by the Roosevelt bill.

Professor Thurston of Cornell, formerly an Pngineer 
in the Navy, indulges in the following concerning the de- 
pletion of the Engineer Corps by retirement: “At this 
rate the retired list will soon become longer than the ac- 
tive list, and destruction of a faithful and patriotic jenn f 
of men must, under existing circumstances, go on wit 
continually increasing rapidity, until a final crash dis- 
ables the whole naval service more completely than 
would be the explosive destruction of all its guns.” (!!) 
There is no shore work which the Navy Engineers now 
do for which an abundance of mechanical and civil en- 
gineers in civil life are not equally well equipped. No one 
knows this better than Professor Thurston, and no one 
knows better than he how eagerly these places would be 
taken by civilians were opportunity afforded. There is 
no sea work—engine-driving—which the Navy Engineers 
perform, which cannot be done by men derived from the 
sources from which the owners of merchant steamers 
obtain their engineer employés. To assert that the (of 
course, to be regretted) disappearance of the gentlemen 
who now efliciently fill the Engineer grades in the Navy, 
would result in a “final crash,” disable the service “more 
completely than would the explosive destruction of all 
its guns,” is a sort of hyperbole which is usually unfor- 
tunate for the cause advocated. It is open to the farther 
objection that it is very apt to lead ribald and flippant 
persons, regardless of the high respect due to any ut- 
terance of Professor Thurston to insist that this one at 
least reached the public through the intermediary of his 
hat, CIVILIAN ENGINEER.

Publishes the report of Lieut. Grote Hutcheson, 9th 
Cav., Aid, the Inspector of Small Arms Practice, with 
accompanying tables. The following are extracts from 
the report: 

The season just over is the first during which the new 
small-arm has been used in a complete course of firing. 
The order embodying the modifications necessary to 
adapt practice to the new arm was received at so late a 
date that neither officers nor men had sufficient time to 
Lo og well acquainted with the new principles and 
rules, 

The percentages for qualification, especially as sharp- 
shooter, are much more difficult to obtain than formerly; 
this probably is a good thing, placing a higher value upon 
a distinction which had cheapened somewhat in the past 
four years. 

Another change of considerable importance relates to 
the method of indicating results obtained at the end of 
the season in the company reports of target firing. They 
indicate now as nearly as possible the actual shooting 
ability of the entire company which gives a more accur- 
ate knowledge of its efficiency in this regard than the 
method in vogue formerly when men available for the 
practice only were considered. The company figure of 
merit has been abolished. ¢ ’ 

Complaint is still heard about the failure to provide 
the new small-arm with a wind-gauge, but this device 
appears to be a thing of the past, the object now being 
to teach men where to hold away from an object at dit- 
ferent distances for the bullet to hit it. A strong feature 
of the new regulations consists in impressing upon men 
the necessity for firing low at all times, ricochet shots 
having the same value as direct hits. 

With reference to the method of firing with the re- 
volver, snap-shooting in accordance with the provisions 
of the Cavalry Drill Regulations is laid down both for 
mounted and dismounted firing. There is some doubt in 
the minds of many cavalry oflicers as to the efliciency of 
this method of instruction and it has been suggested that 
for dismounted work the men be taught to take an aim, 
and for two reasons; the first being, that in actual ser- 
vice, men, in dismounted firing, would naturally and 
profitably use an aimed fire, and second, that it is neces- 
sary to the requirement of proficiency in rapid (snap) 
firing, mounted, that the soldier should first attain pro- 
ficiency in aimed fire, dismounted. 

The requirement of four and one-half pounds as the 
weight of the trigger-pull with the present arm appears 
excessive and should be reduced either to three and one- 
half pounds or the mechanism of the small-arm strength- 
ened to stand the test after use. 

An examination of the tables shows a general average 
increase in the firing at rectangular targets, loss in the 
general average as skirmishers and in volley firing, and 
a slight decrease for all firing of 2.9 per cent. The loss 
is probably due to the new method greater familiarity 
with which in another season will overcome. 

Field practice was held by four organizations only, the 
reason generally given for not holding this practice being 
lack of ammunition. 

The ranges at the several posts in the Department are 
suitably located and equipped and in fair condition, kept 
so by the labor of troops; material when necessary being 
purchased with the small sums annually allotted from 
the appropriation for shooting galleries and ranges, for 
the most necessary repairs. At Fort Niobrara a new 
range should be constructed, the present one being poor. 
The other posts in the Department have very good 
ranges. At Fort Crook much work was done during the 
past winter in terracing a hill behind the targets to stop 
the bullets, which has resulted in rendering the range 
reasonably safe. At Fort Russell an entirely new range 
was built admirably adapted for the purpose. At Fort 
Robinson the old range was modified so that this post 
also is well equipped.

Inf., having been forwarded to the Secretary of War to 
be submitted to the President, the following are the or- 
ders in the case: - 

War Department, Washington, Dec. 6, 1897. 

By order of the President the proceedings, findings 
and sentence in the case of Capt. Leonard A. Lovering, 
4th Inf., are approved. It is, however, disappointing that 
an offense, so grave and as an example so far reaching 
as this, should have been visited with so light a penalty. 
There is no question but that Pvt. Hammond deserved 
punishment for his conduct, but he should have received 
it in a lawful way. The military laws governing the 
Army are explicit. They prescribe the duties of officers 
and enlisted men with the penalties for their violation. 
Under them, both have rights and obligations. When, 
therefore, an officer, with the intelligence and experience 
with which Capt. Lovering is credited, not only violates 
these laws, but exhibits such a lack of humanity as is 
shown in this case, he should receive a more severe sen- 
tence than a mere reprimand. Committing such acts de- 
grades the officer more than the soldier he punishes and 
shows unfitness for the care and command of men, Under 
excitement, men frequently do things which in cooler 
moments they recall with sorrow and regret; but this 
case is aggravated by the fact that after weeks of delib- 
eration this officer evinces no regret for his wrongTul acts.

Oiling Gun Stocks.—The prohibition in par. 276 of the 
Regulations of attempts to beautify or change the finish 
of arms in the hands of enlisted men is not construed as 
forbidding the application of raw linseed oil to the wood 
parts of the arm. This oil is considered necessary for 
the preservation of the wood, and it may be used for such 
polishing as can be given by rubbing in one or more coats 
when necessary. ‘The use of raw hnseed oil only will be 
allowed for redressing, and the application for such pur- 
pose of any kind of wax or varnish, including heelball, 
is strictly prohibited.—(Decision Acting Sec. War, Nov.

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THE FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 

Accompanied by Capt. P. H. Cooper, Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt went to the capitol on Monday last and 
urged members of the Naval Committees of the Senate 
and House to provide an adequate appropriation for new 
buildings for the Naval Academy. al 

Representative Hull introduced on the 6th instant the 
bill for the reorganization of he Army known as the 
Lamont measure. This action was simply for the pur- 
pose of presenting the measure to the attention of Con- 
gress during the present session. < . 

It is proposed by Chairman Hull, of the Military Com- 
mittee of the House, to complete the Military Academy 
and Army appropriation measures before the holidays. 
The appropriations for the Military Academy made last 
year amounted to $397,328.83. The estimates submitted 
for the next fiscal year aggregate $439,702.95, an in- 
crease of $45,256.12. It is proposed by the Committee to 
carefully scrutinize the items and wherever it is possible 
to pare to exercise the knife. The increase estimated is 
principally for new buildings and improvements. Ofti- 
cers will be called before the Committee to testify as to 
the need of such improvements and should the Committee 
deem it wise, they will be authorized. ; 

The appropriations for the military establishment for 
the present fiscal year amounted to $23,130,044.30. The 
Secretary estimates that $24,180,341.04 will be necessary 
for operating the military establishment during the next 
fiscal year. The increase amounts to $1,050,296.74. 
Much of this increase ($858,112.98) is required to meet 
the expenses connected with the pay of the Army. rhe 
Subsistence Department asked for an increase of $5,- 
183.75; Quartermaster’s Department, $128,000; the Engi- 
neer Department asked for an increase of $31,000; the 
Ordnance Department for $37,000 additional, and mis- 
cellaneous $1,000. The Medical Department asked that 
the appropriation for its maintenance be decreased 
$10,000. i é ’ 

The first meeting of the House Military Committee 
occurred on Monday last. The organization of the Com- 
mittee was simply discussed and Chairman Hull con- 
sidered the names of members for appointments on sub- 
committees. Y ; 

The House Naval Committee held its first_meeting on 
Tuesday and discussed organization plans. No business 
of importance except to the Committee was transacted. 

Senator Hale has received from the Navy Department 
a request that $125,000 additional be appropriated for 
the Naval Academy training ship. 

Speaker Reed has not yet announced a successor to 
ex-Representative Francis Wilson on the Naval Com- 
mittee of the House, but it is expected to do so in a few 
days. Representative Low, of New York, seems to have 
the best chance of securing the office. Representative 
Low favors an increase of the Navy and a reorganiza- 
tion of the personnel. 

A meeting of the Military Committee of the House 
has been called for next Tuesday, at which the Military 
Academy appropriation will be considered. 

Senator Hale has announced that a meeting of the new 
Senate Naval Committee will occur next week, at which 
armor plate and other matters will be considered. 

At the request of Secretary Long, Senator Hale pre- 
pared during the week two measures, which he intro- 
duced in the Senate, the first carrying out the increase 





recommendations of the Secretary in his annual report, 
and the second providing for the establishment of docks 
as recommended by the Secretary. We understand that 
the bill in regard to docks is not altogether favored by 
Mr. Boutelle, chairman of the House Naval Committee. 
The Hale bills will be found in another column. 

Secretary Alger has transmitted to the Senate a state- 
ment of the expenditures of the Springfield Armory dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, and a letter calling for additional 
appropriations to those asked for in his estimates for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1899. These estimates relate 
to the pay of the Army. The Secretary has also asked 
that a joint resolution be passed transferring $85,000 
from the unexpended balance for the pay of the Army 
during 1896 to the same appropriation for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1897. 

Senator Lodge and Representative Fitzgerald have pre- 
sented petitions in Congress from Boston merchants urg- 
ing the establishment of a new dry dock at Bostoni 
Mass. These gentlemen and Representative Barrett have 
introduced bills with this object in view. 

_ Senator Mitchell has letcodinent a bill (S. 2510) author- 
izing the adjustment and payment of the claim for long- 
evity service of Moses Harris, Maj., U. 8. A., retired. 

Senator Quay has introduced a bill to pay the Standard 
Steel Casting Company for one 6-inch gun casting. 

Secretary Long has transmitted the report of the 
Armor Factory Board to Congress. 

Secretary Alger has prepared a report in answer to a 
resolution adopted by the Senate on Thursday calling for 
information in regard to the oendition of affairs in the 
Yukon region. This resolution was adopted subsequent 
to the consideration of a resolution introduced by Sena- 
tor McBride appropriating $200,000 to be expended under 
the direction of the Secretary of War for the purchase 
and transportation of supplies to the improvident miners. 
The Secretary has been anxiously awaiting the report 
of Capt. P. H. Ray, of the Army, who was sent to the 
Klondike to investigate the situation. The Secretary will 
report that great distress prevails and that the appropria- 
tion should be made. 

Secretary Alger has transmitted a report made by 
Adjt. Gen, Breck, to the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, urging the increase of pay of non-commissioned 
officers as set forth in the “Journal” last week. 

A board consisting of Lieut. T. D. Griftlin, P. A. Engr. 
W. F. McFarland, and a chemist at the Washington 
Navy Yard, has been appointed to investigate the causes 
of the spontaneous combustion of coal on board ship. 

Secretary Long has transmitted to the Senate and 
House Naval Committees a letter recommending the 
transfer of the Office of Hydrography from the Bureau 
of Navigation to the Bureau of Hquipment. He has 
also urged these committees to appropriate $125,000 ad- 
ditional for the proposed Naval Academy training-ship. 

Secretary Long will ask Congress in a few days to 
appropriate $800,000. Of this sum $600,000 
will be required for the expenses of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, and §$200,- 
000 for the Bureau of Steam Engineering. Since 
last July, when the appropriation of $1,500,000 for the 
present fiscal year became available, the Bureau é6f Con- 
struction and Repair has spent more than a million dol- 
lars and the appropriation for steam engineering amount- 
ing to $735,000, has also been proportionately reduced by 
reason of expenditures which have taken place. Secre- 
tary Long believes it wise to call the matter to the at- 
tention of the Naval Committee of Congress in the hope 
that they will attach the necessary deficiency appropria- 
tion to the naval appropriation bill, which will be taken 
up next week. 

Chairman Hull, of the House Military Gommittee, has 
selected the chairmen of the various sub-committees of his 
Committee. He, himself, will be chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on Army organization and Army and Military 
Academy Appropriations. Mr. Marsh will be chairman 
of the sub-committee on Military Academy, battlefields, 
monuments, medals, etc. Sub-committee No. 3, which 
has in charge matters relating to Soldiers’ Homes and 
National Cemeteries, will be presided over by Mr. Griffin. 
Sub-committee No. 4, relating to Voluntary Muster, 
Bounty and Pay, will have as its chairman Mr. Fenton. 
Sub-committee on Arsenals, Barracks and Military Res- 
ervations will be presided over by Mr. Mahany. Mr. 
MeDonald wil preside over the sub-committee on Retire- 
ments, Restorations and Relief. There will be two sub- 
committees charged with considering “desertions,” one 
of which will be in charge of Mr. Brownlow, and the 
second in charge of Mr. Belknap. 

If the resolution introduced by Representative Cum- 
mings be adopted by the House, all the papers in the case 
of Capt. O. M. Carter, of the Engineer Corps of the 
Army, will be laid before Congress. Representative 
Cummings introduced on December 6 a resolution calling 
on the Secretary of War for information relating to the 
proceedings in the case of Capt. Carter. ‘The resolution 
was referred to the Military Committee, which will prob- 
ably take the matter up in the near future. We under- 
stand that the list of charged upon which Capt. Carter 
will be tried will be quite long. It is proposed by the 
Department to try him on the charges of collusion with 
contractors, which charge was investigated by the Gilles- 
pie Board; embezzlement, absence without leave, con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, etc. The 
charges are practically completed, having been prepared 
in the office of the Judge Advocate General. 

Representative Driggs has introduced a bill to pension 
Clarissa C. Moore, widow of Michael Moore, U. 8. A. 

Representative Walker, of Virginia, has reintroduced 
the bill for the relief of acting volunteer officers of the 
Navy during the Rebellion. 

Representative Sparkman has introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a National Military Park at the scene of the 
battle between the United States troops under Maj. F. 
L. Dade and the Seminole Indians, in Florida, 

Representative Hicks has reintroduced his bill for the 
relief of persons who served ninety days in the various 
construction corps of the Army during the Rebellion. 

The following bill has been intrcduced in the House by 
Representative Livingston for the relief of Capt. Mason 
Carter, 5th Inf.: “That when it shall become necessary 
under existing laws to place Cant. Mason Carter, Sth 
U. S. Inf., upon the retired list, he shall be placed upon 
said list with the rank of Major.”

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ARMY OFFICERS AS INSURANCE RISKS. 

At the request of a correspondent we republish the fol- 
lowing articles, which appeared in the “Army and Nayy 
Journal” of May 29 and June 5, 1888: 

An application was recently made to the Editor of the 
“Army and Navy Journal” by one of the New York in- 
surance companies for information as to the rate of 
mortality among officers of the Army. An investigation 
shows that the average number of officers in the regu- 
lar Army from 1861 to 1885 was 2,313. The average 
deaths each year for the same period were 47, or two 
per cent.. The average number of officers in the regu- 
lar Army during the five years of war was 2,213, and 
the total number killed im action or dying of wounds re- 
ceived in action was 184, a yearly average of one and 
two-thirds per centum. The total deaths for this period 
from all causes were 365, a yearly average of 73, or 
three and three-tenths per centum. The average 
number of officers during the 21 years succeed- 
ing the war, ending with 1885, was 2,338; the total num- 
ber killed was 68, an average of between three and four 
each year, the largest number being 15, in 1876, the year 
of the Custer massacre. None were killed in the years 
1867, 1869, 1880 and 1883. The total number of deaths 
for this period of 20 years was 810, a yearly average of 
40, and a percentage of .017. From this it appears that 
the percentage of deaths during the war period was, in 
round figures, double that of the succeeding years of 
peace, or as three and three-tenths to one and seven- 
tenth per cent. We advise officers who desire to get 
their lives insured to present these statistics to the ofli- 
cers of the company to which they make application as 
evidence that military service is not necessarily the most 
fatal of occupations. ‘The studious practice of all the 
virtues on the part of officers of the Army goes far to 
offset the unhealthy tendencies of the battlefield, which 
are properly supposed to prove fatal to a large propor- 
tion of our heroes. This estimate is based upon this

We add to this the statistics for the eleven years since 
1885 up to and including 1896. They show that during 
this period five officers were killed by the Indians, and 
550 died from other causes. Of these 307 were officers 
retired for disability or age. The total casualties among 
officers on the active list were 248 and the average num- 
ber of officers on this list was 2,160, varying between the 
limits of 2,131 and 2,176. This shows an annual loss of 
22.58, and an average annual percentage of deaths 
among officers on the active list of the Army of only one 
in a hundred, or one per cent. The average mortality 
among officers on the retired list during the same period 
was five per cent., the average number of reti offi- 
cers being 562 and the average deaths 28, 
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ROBERT E. LEE. 

The volume entitled “Robert E. Lee and The South- 
ern Confederacy, 1807-1870,” is the last in the “Heroes 
of the Nation” series published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 
Its author is Alexander White, M. A., Ph. D., D. D., 
Professor of History in the Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity. It bears evidence of being written by a pro- 
fessor rather than by a soldier, and is not wholly satis- 
factory in its account of Lee’s military history. Much 
space is devoted to his ancestry, and we have an apology 
for slavery and secession which might well have been 
spared those who admire Lee as a soklier and a man, 
however much they may think he was “mistook in his 
judgments.” There is but one all-sufficient excuse for rev- 
olution, and that is success in establishing a new and 
better order, and it is hard for men educated in military 
habits of thought to find justification for the soldier who 
forsakes his colors in the crisis of war, disregarding the 
oath he must take every time he receives a commission,

States and not to his native State. He is an unwise 
ographer who, in the case of Lee or that of any other 
oficer of our old Army who entered the Confederate 
challenges a discussion of these questions.

It will be observed that Lee's percentage of strength 
“present for duty,” as compared with MeClellan’s forces, 
was 65: with Burnside’s, 50: with Meade’s, June 30, 
1863, 71; Meade’s, Dec. 31, 1863, 57; Grant's, June 30, 
1864, 64; Grant’s, Dec. 31, 1864, 56; Grant's, 1865, 63 
per cent. The different distribution of forces does not 
always admit of exact comparison, but this is sufficiently 
accurate. It is to be remembered, too, that an Army act- 
ing upon the defense, is able, as a rule, to put a larger 
proportion of its forces into line of battle. To compare, 
as this author does, the men on the muster rolls of one 
Army with the “muskets” in the other, is so confusing 
and misleading as to destroy the value of his work as 
history. It should be remembered that such works as 
this are, as should be, valuable in part for the lesson 
they teach to the student of war. But perhaps if Prof. 
White’s biography is enthusiastic rather than critical 
it will be none the less popular, especially among the old 
Confederates, their sons and successors. We only wish 
that it might have been made more universally accept- 
able to those who belong to that Army in which Lee had 
his schooling for war.

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INSPECTION OF ARMY 
Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn has returned 
to Washington from a thorough inspection of important 
military posts in the West. First inspection, Jefferson 
Barracks, where preparations are under way for the ex- 
penditure of a considerable sum in repairs and for the 
erection of new buildings. 

At Fort Leavenworth the Assistant Secretary was af- 
forded opportunity of witnessing a magnificent review of 
troops stationed there, assisted by a squadron, cavalry 
and battery of light artillery from Fort Riley. He was 
very much gratified at the excellent condition of all mil- 
itary affairs at post and displayed especial interest in 
the general mess hall. 

Fort Crook, Fort Snelling, and Forts Custer and Har- 
rison were next visited. Forts Crook and Harrison are 
new posts and afford striking examples of the excellence 
of the new quarters and barracks furnished by the Gov- 
ernment for the Army. Fort Snelling is beautifully situ- 
ated upon a large reservation of about 1,300 acres, and 
Col. Page exhibited superior judgment in the care and 
preservation of the grounds, which present a very at- 
tractive appearance. Fort Custer, Montana, was one of 
the older posts, and has recently been abandoned. 

At Seattle the Assistant Secretary spent half a day in 
examining the large tract of land on Magnolia Bluff 
which has been offered to the Government as the site of 
the military post at that point. The Assistant Secretary 
was very much interested in the mortar batteries and 
high-power guns which are located near the entrance 
to the Golden Gate for the protection of San Francisco 
and harbor. He saw the men at their drill, examined 
the range-finder, saw the operations of the disappearing 
gun carriages, and had explained to him in a general 
way the mechanism of these guns and their plan of op- 
eration. He subsequently inspected San Diego Barracks, 
California, and Fort Sam Houston, near San Antonio, 
Texas, 

The appearance of the soldiers at all of the posts vis- 
ited was very satisfactory. While a great difference was 
noted in the ages of the enlisted men belonging to the 
different commands, all of them exhibited in their drills 
and reviews great proficiency and the results of very 
careful training and discipline. One of the most interest- 
ing sights was the drill to music which was witnessed at 
Fort Crook, Nebraska, and also at Fort Sam Houston. 
This is a novel exhibition which has recently been intro- 
duced in the Army, and has something of the nature of 
the old “setting-up” drill, being performed to the ac- 
companiment of appropriate airs played by the band and 
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which accentuates the rythm of the movement in the 
most pleasing way. 

At a banquet which was tendered the Assistant Secre- 
tary at the Arlington Hotel by the citizens of Hot 
Springs, the speakers were loud in their praises of the 
President and Secretary Alger for their thoughtfulness 
and consideration to their old comrades in arms in grant- 
ing them the privileges of the hospital. The Assistant Sec- 
retary also spent a day at Arcadia, Mo., for the purpose of 
inspecting the location of the tract which has been offered 
there for a rifle range for the troops from Jefferson Bar- 
racks, and to determine upon its suitability and health- 
fulness for this purpose. It is understood that when the 
Assistant Secretary submits to the Secretary of War his 
report upon the inspection he will recommend the pur- 
chase of the rifle range at Arcadia,

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The President’s message is published so generally that 
it is already familiar to our readers. It is a conservative 
document and one calculated to tranquilize public opinion 
with reference to various disturbing conditions. The 
Cuban question is dealt with very much on the lines fol- 
lowed by Gen. Grant under like circumstances. The 
President accepts the change of policy promised by Spain 
as made in good faith and proposes to wait on its results 
while repudiating Spanish charges of laches on our part 
in the matter of enforcing neutral obligations. The con- 
firmation of the treaty for the annexation of Hawaii is, 
in the opinion of the President, required by every con- 
sideration of dignity and honor. The questions with Ja- 
pan growing out of it are in a satisfactory stage of set- 
tlement by negotiation. Japan has confided in the up- 
rightness of this Government, and in the sincerity of its 
purpose to deal with all possible ulterior questions in the 
broadest spirit of friendliness. The Nicaragua canal is 
waiting upon the commission now on its way to Nicara- 
gua, whose report will be sent to Congress with appro- 
priate suggestions. There is a good word for interna- 
tional arbitration in the message. For the Navy, one 
new battleship for the Pacitic coast is recommended, with 
appropriations for dry docks with ample provision made 
for powder and projectiles and other munitions of war, 
and for an increased number of officers and enlisted men. 
Some additions are also necessary to our Navy Yards 
for the repair and care of our larger number of vessels. 
Congress is urged to establish a system of government 
for Alaska, and the necessity for the sending a military 
force there is shown. Beyond this there is no allusion in 
the message to the Army. The other subjects dwelt upon 
in the message are the currency reform, reciprocity ne- 
gotiations, protection to the fur seals, the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1900, the breaking up of the system of Indian res- 
ervation and the transformation of the Indians into citi- 
zens with individual ownership of land, the Union Pacific 
sale, the Congressional library building, and the civil ser- 
vice. In conclusion the President says: “I am forced by 
the length of this message to omit many important refer- 
ences to the affairs of the Government with which Con- 
gress will have to deal at the present session, They are 
fully discussed in the departmental reports, to all of 
which I invite your earnest attention.” The question of 
finance and the Cuban question oceupy more than one- 
half of this able and well-written document. 








The mason work at the Dutch Island gun emplace- 
ments, suys the Newport (R. L) “News,” is completed, 
and now the contractor has only to put in the roads and 
all will be ready for the seiting up of the guns, This 
mason work has been completed nearly six months in 
advance of time, but the making of the required roads 
will take all winter, provided it is an open winter; but 
the guns may be mounted next summer, if they and their 
carriages are ready. At Fort Adams the mortar em- 
placements are all practically completed in the mason 
work, except the roadway leading in, and that is now in 
process, as it is very desirable to complete it this win- 
ter, and before the more severe weather sets in. There 
have been no further arrivals of guns, and the carriages 
were on the ground last spring.

The remarks of Maj. Gen. D. E. Sickles, U. 8. A., in 
a speech at the reunion of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, in August last, seem peculiarly 
apropos at this juncture. He said: “Comrades, at such 
a time it behooves us when we see all our frontier men- 
aced with cannon and ships—when we see all Europe 
under arms—it behooves us, I say, to cherish the martial 
instinets of our people, and thank God we have such in- 
stincts. We are a peace-loving people, Yes! But we 
have proved we can and will fight if necessary. Let our 
Government then take wise precaution and prepare for 
all emergencies. Let our people cherish every martial 
intuition, Let them remember that a country that will 
not take care of its defenders is not worth defending; 
and let them remember, too, that if they want good sol- 
diers in the next war they must take care of the sol- 
diers they had in the last war.”

The Chicago and Northwestern Railroad recently pro- 
posed to establish a military passenger rate of $20.45 
between Chicago and Fort Robinson, Neb. This would 
have entailed a saving of $1.74 on the present rate, but 
the Assistant Controller of the Treasury has decided that 
it would be illegal for the Quartermaster’s Department 
of the Army to accept this rate because the Sioux City 
and Pacific Railroad, a bond-aided railroad, forms a part 
of the traveled route and would share in the earnings of 
the C. & N. W. rate, which is forbidden under the stat- 
any payment for government transportation, 
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REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in his annual report, 
pays a high tribute to the Revenue Cutter Service, say- 
ing: The value of this arm of the public service has 
never been more manifest than during the past year. 
With its old and badly adapted class of vessels it has 
efficiently covered in its varied work the entire coast line 
of the United States—Atlantic, Gulf, Pacific, Bering Sea, 
and Arctic Alaska. 

There have been in commission throughout the year 
36 vessels, embracing 21 cruisers and 15 vessels detailed 
on harbor duty and inland waters. Eighty-two vessels 
in distress were assisted during the year, they having 
623 persons on board and cargoes valued at $1,208,306. 
Seventy lives were saved and nineteen vessels saved 
from total wreck. 

The prevailing insurrection in the island of Cuba and 
attempts to send expeditions from the United States in 
violation of the neutrality laws have caused the mainten- 
ance upon the Florida coast of a number of vessels. 
These vessels have thwarted many attempts to violate 
the laws. 

yessels on this duty have cruised to June 30, 75,768 
miles. 

The Bering Sea fleet—the Grant, Capt. F. M. Munger; 
the Perry, Capt. M. L. Roberts; the Corwin, Capt. W. J. 
Herring; and the Rush, Capt. W. H. Roberts, cruised 
actively from the opening of the season until Sept. 19. 
The able discharge of the duties entrusted to Capt. 
Hooper, as commander of the fleet, supplemented by the 
vigorous execution of the work allotted by him to each 
of the commanders, has resulted in a thoroughly success- 
ful season’s work. The fleet cruised over 48,093 nautical 
miles, boarded and examined 194 vessels, of which 26 
were engaged in fur-sealing, 22 British and 4 American; 
and they were boarded by the several vessels of the 
fleet 74 times in the aggregate, and the boarding officers 
counted and scrutinized 20,130 seal skins. 

The following vessels should be condemned and sold as 
soon as they can be replaced: Seward, McLane, Colfax, 
and Boutwell. Also the tugs Washington, Chandler and 
Hamlin. The first two have been 32 years in service 
and have cost for repairs five times as much as their 
original cost. 

Great benefit has resulted from the act of March 2, 
1895, by which 39 officers were retired or placed on wait- 
ing orders and younger men promoted, but additional 
legislation is required to carry the work still further. 
Without it, it will be but a short time before the service 
will be again as badly crippled as before. Previous 
recommendations in favor of the passage of Senate bill 
No. 620, now on the calendar. 

Engineer officers now serve twenty to twenty-five years 
before reaching the grade of Chief Engineer with a sal- 
ary of $1,800, and then all promotion and increase of 
pay cease. The Secretary says: “I recommend that all 
officers who have served, or who may hereafter serve, for 
a period of five years and over as Chief Engineers, shall 
receive a salary of $2,100 per annum while on duty, and 
while on leave or waiting orders of $1,500. This slight 
increase of pay will as nearly as possible equalize the 
compensation of the highest grade of Engineer officers 
with that of the highest grade of the line. 

“My attention has been called to the necessity of ap- 
pointing a Naval Constructor for the Revenue Cutter 
Service. The need of such an officer appears to be plain. 
Designing the hulls and preparing plans and _ specifica- 
tions for the construction and repair of vessels for the 
Service require the skill of an expert, which only a pro- 
fession#l can be expected to possess. I therefore recom- 
mend that the President be authorized to appoint, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, one Naval Con- 
structor for the Revenue Cutter Service, to have the 
relative rank and pay of a 1st Lieutenant, R. C. 8. 

“Under the provisions of section 4714, Revised Stat- 
utes, the officers and seamen of the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice who may be wounded or disabled in the discharge of 
their duty, ‘while cooperating with the Navy by order of 
the President,’ may be placed upon the Navy pension 
list. The ordinary duties devolved upon the Revenue 
Cutter Service are fraught with greater risk of life and 
limb than that incurred by the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps in time of peace, while in time of war they are at 
least equal, and every argument that applies as a justi- 
fication for extending this bounty to those services has 
equal force on behalf of the enlisted men of the Revenue 
Cutter Service. I therefore recommend that the law, 
section 4714, Revised Statutes (act of April 18, 1814), be 
amended to read as follows: The enlisted men of the 
Revenue Cutter Service of the United States, who have 
been or may be wounded or disabled while in the actual 
discharge of their duties, shall be entitled to be placed 
upon a pension list, under the same regulations and re- 
strictions as are now provided by law for enlisted men of 
the Navy.” 

It is urged that an appropriation of $40,000 be made 
immediately available with which to construct and equip 
au vessel suitable for service in Alaskan waters where the 
need for it is imperative. The vessel would hare to be built 
in sections, conveyed to St. Michaels, and there set up 
und equipped. With the known facilities for building 
this class of vessels on the waters of Puget Sound, one 
could be made ready, if means be provided, in time for 
service next spring. 

All of the Secretary’s recommendations are reasonable 
and important and they should receive the prompt at- 
tention of Congress.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The floating dock built at Dundee for the Roumanian 
Government, is being taken out to the Danube in pieces, 
and will be put together at the Galatz arsenal. It is 
intended henceforth to build small vessels on the Dan- 
ube, and the War Ministry has just issued orders for 
the construction of six new gunboats. Provision is also 
made for adding to the personnel of the little fleet in 
view of the increased number of ships. 

Secretary Long proposes to act promptly upon the in- 
formation that some of the buildings at Annapolis are 
unsafe. As the result of a special examination, made 
last week, Civil Engr. Endicott reports that several of 
the important buildings are in such a dangerous condition 
that their use should be permitted no longer. The su- 
perintendent, therefore, will be directed to remove all 
furnishing from the main rediation hall, and to abandon 
the building. This structure was one of the first erected 
after the foundation of the institution by George Ban- 
croft, and has served as the recitation hall for every 
officer graduated from Annapolis since that time. The 
new armory, built only a few years ago, is held together 
now by props and supports from the outside and it will 
soon be dangerous to life and limb. The boathouse. 
where the cadets formerly gave the weekly hops, has 
been abandoned also because of its treacherous condition. 
The large barracks used for sleeping quarters is believed 
to be safe, but its use will not be recommended further 
than is absolutely necessary to build new quarters. Prac- 
tically very building at the Academy has been fond 
in bad condition, and none is believed by Civil Engr. En- 
dicott as worthy of repair. Secretary Long will urge in 
his special communication that a definite plan for fixing 
the Academy be formulated at once and a programm 
ontlined by which the institution can be made modern 
within a seasonable period. He will indorse the findings 
of the special commission of which Adml. Matthews was 
president, that reported two years ago a plan involving 
the expenditure of $6,000,000 for the establishment of 4 
series of buildings for both quarters and recitation hal!s 
for cadets. This report is now at the Department and 
will be forwarded to Congress with the Secretary’s com- 
munication. 

The Ersatz Kéinig Wilhelm, which is to replace the 
Kénig Wilhelm, is being built by Krupp, to be ready by 
1901. Her length is to be 125 metres, beam 20, draught 
7.3, and dipslacement 11,000 tons. She is to have three 
screws, driven by engines of 13,000 horse power in all. 
and it is hoped that she will make 18 knots. Her belt. 
30 centimetres thick, is to be of hardened nickel steei. 
and the turrets for the heavy guns are to be covered wit! 
plates of the same metal 25 centimetres thick. The iron- 
clad deck, which is to protect the vitals, especially the 
engines and boilers. will be 744 centimetres thick. Tie 
armament will be the same as that of the Kaiser Fried- 
rich der Dritte. The cost of the vessel will be 14,120,000 
marks, exclusive of guns and torpedoes. The newest tor- 


pedo boat built by Schichau has just began her trial 
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trips. It differs from the older boats only in the engines 
which are built for greater speed. he eleven armor 
gunboats of the Wespe type will shortly be removed from 
the active list, and the type itself will probably disappear 
from the German navy. . 1897-98 the personnel of the 
German navy will amount to 23,302 men.—Admiralty 
and Horse Guards Gazette, London, England. 

The ordering of a cruiser by the Japanese Government 
from the Chantiers de la ‘Loire, St. Nazaire, has caused 
much elation to be felt in French naval circles. The de- 
tails of the design may be of some interest. The vessel 
js to be 446 ft. long, 59 ft. 6 in. beam, and at 25 ft. 
draught she will displace 9,436 tons, and will have 17,- 
QUO i. hb. p. to give 20 knots speed. The ship will have a 
light steel protective deck and a belt extending the full 
length and of 6.2 inches in thickness. Her armament 
will consist of two 7.8-inch breech-loaders in two turrets, 
fore and aft, with 12 5.9-inch quick-fire guns, 8 of which 
will be mounted in armored casements, while the remain- 
ing four on upper deck will have shields. There are in 
addition twelve 2.9-inch and the same number of 1.8- 
inch guns. The vessel will be propelled by twin-screws, 
with triple-expansion engines and three groups of Bell- 
ville boilers, which, with the engines, will be built at St. 
Denis. 

The battleship Maine was docked on Monday at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard for peates and repairs to her 
hull below the water line. She has ben ordered to Key 
West as soon as her repairs are completed. 

Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Kimball, U, S. N., commanding 
the torpedo boat flotilla, has made a report to the Navy 
Department on the action of the vessels composing the 
fleet on their recent cruise from New York to Charleston 
by the outside route, in which he says that the small 
vessels were put through some severe conditions in the 
heavy weather prevailing and during a stiff blow for one 
day managed to steer and work well. Lieut. Comdr. 
Kimball commends especially the behavior of the Porter 
and Cushing, and has little fault to find in any boat un- 
der his command. 

The U. 8. S. Algonquin, which was built for the Reve- 
nue Cutter Serviceon the lakes was successfully launched 
on Dee. 8 at Cleveland, Ohio, at the yard of the Globe 
Iron Works Company, in the old River bed. The Algon- 
quin is a duplicate of the Gresham. 

\ number of important changes are to be made in the 
stations and duties of officers of the Marine Corps. Maj. 
Ilenry A, Bartlett, will be retired Feb. 1 on his own ap- 
plication, under the thirty years’ service clause. Col. Jas.

The “Journal” has repeatedly stated that the new tim- 
ber dry dock, known as dock No, 3, at Navy Yard, New 
York, was faulty in construction. Now that the coffer 
dam has been completed, and the water which has filled 
the dock for months past is drawn off, the truth of the 
statement is apparent. Competent engineers unreserved- 
ly say that the damage done by the dredge to the apron, 
between the abutments outside of the outer sill was not 
alone sufficient to admit all the water which flowed into 
the dock. We understand that the officer in charge of 
the repairs proposes to sink a well to collect the water 
which will be pumped out with a centrifugal pump and 
in this way make it possible to sink a trench in front 
of the apron and put down a row of piles for its future 
protection and safety. Replacing and repairing altar 
braces within the gate will, it is thought, make it pos- 
sible to use this expensive structure for its purposes. If 
no severe frosts intervene the work may be brought to 
conclusion soon.

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TEST OF THE EMERGENCY RATION. 

The test of the emergency ration as made by a detach- 
ment of the 5th Inf. in October was a complete failure, 
for the reason that the men did not subsist on the ration 
alone during the specified time, and in no way complied 
with the conditions for a satisfactory test of the ration 
as suggested by the highly careful and successful ex- 
periment made last May by a detachment of the Ist Cav. 
The reports of the officers of the 5th Inf. who conducted 
the recent test have been subjected to very unfavorable 
comment by Lieut. Col. Charles Smart, Deputy - Surg. 
Gen., who conducted the test of the ration made by the 
ist Cay., and to whom the reports of the experiment by 
the 5th Inf. were this week submitted. 

Maj. Blair D. Taylor, Surg., U. 8. A., in a report dated 
“Post Hospital, Fort McPherson, Ga., Nov. 7, 1897,” 
says: “The complete test of the efficiency of the ration 
as far as the men were concerned was a failure, because 
it was impossible to be certain that they all used it ex- 
clusively. 

“There is no doubt that the ration is amply sufficient, 
as far as its nourishment is concerned, to sustain life for 
five days under the strain of the marches as indicated, 
however, some modifications seem necessary. 

“The bacon (10 ounces) cannot be reduced, the hard 
bread (16 ounces) is more than suflicient and can easily 
be reduced to 12 ounces; in fact 1 could not eat eight 
ounces and only heard of one man able to eat the full 
allowance: the coffee (two ounces) is excellent and not 
too much; the saccharine (two tablets) is ample, as 4% tab- 
let is generally suttcient for one meal. 

“Some addition, however, to the palatability of the pea 
meal is needed, as many of the men had their stomachs 
turned against it in the morning, even with the addition 
of the salt and pepper. The two latter ingredients of the 
ration should be quadrupled unless incorporated with the 
pea meal, The tobacco (4 0z.) is sutticient. 

“Having no apparatus in the field for taking accurate 
weights, it was impossible to do more than estimate the 
effects of the ration in that direction. As far as L could 
judge, most of the men and officers, certainly myself, lost 
slightly in weight, but with physical vigor hardly at all 
impaired. No one using the ration was sick or excused 
from duty, although many complained of a weak, hungry 
feeling. 

“To conclude, I believe that tive days of the emergency 
ration with the modifications above mentioned, is the 
limit for infantry, making the marches indicated above. 
Longer than that, weakness would develop among men 
not exceptionally robust. 

“Cavalry could probably subsist for the same period 
on less or for a longer period on the same.” 

Capt. H. K. Bailey, Commanding Co. H, in his report 
says: “The conditions under which the ration was used 
were not favorable for a fair and thorough test to be 
made. The men had been paid the day before we left 
the post, and had sutlicient means to purchase such 
edibles as they desired, and as we were marching through 
a country abundantly supplied with poultry, milk, butter 
and eggs, they availed themselves of the opportunity to 
purchase such articles as they wanted. Six of the com- 
panies were living on the field ration, and had fresh meat 
und bread nearly every day. Under such circumstances 
it was hardly to be expected that men would live on the 
same monotonous diet for five days, especially when 
they were constantly being invited by their comrades of 
other companies to share their meals. Some men were 
unable to live on the ration after the first day. Others 
would use part of the ration, supplementing it with food 
they had purchased. On the fourth day one of the men 
who had lived upon the ration exclusively up to that 
time, fainted in ranks, and had to have his equip- 
ments cared for by a comrade. The four men who had 
lived upon the ration the entire time were men of long 
service on the frontier, inured to all its hardships, and 
necustomed to the old field ration. The commissioned 
officers of the company belonged to a mess consisting of 
the oflicers of the two designated companies, and the 
surgeon of the command, all of whom lived exclusively 
on the ration for four days. In my opinion the ration is 
sufficient to sustain strength and vigor for five days 
where men are not required to carry heavy loads or make 
too Jong marches. 

“The component parts of the ration are as follows: 

“Bacon, 10 ounces. Quantity ample and might be re- 
duced two ounces, but do not recommend any reduction. 

“Hard bread, 16 ounces. Quantity can be reduced one- 
fourth. It is recommended that the square hard bread 
formerly issued to troops on the frontier be substituted for 
the small cracker now used. The former can be soaked, 
fried in bacon grease, and a favorite Army dish pre- 
pared. I believe that hard bread in that shape is more 
easily carried. 

“Pea meal, 4 0z. Quantity could be reduced one-fourth. 
Some seasoning should be put into the meal if it can be 
done without causing deterioration. In its present shape 
it is unpalatable, and soon becomes nauseating. Salt and 
pepper improve it somewhat, but an additional condiment 
is required. I personally experimented with the meal by 
adding a slice of raw onion on one occasion, and a spoon- 
ful of vinegar on another occasion; both added materially 
to the palatability of the meal. As neither of these ar- 
ticles from part of the ration, some means should be 
adopted, if possible, of embodying something of the kind 
in the meal. 

“Coffee, 2 0z. Quantity ample and of excellent quality. 

“Saecharine, 2 tablets. The sweetening qualities are 
too great. One tablet to a quart of coffee is too much for 
the average man, a half or a third of a tablet being sutti- 
cient. The boxes in which these tablets are carried 
should be of more durable material than pasteboard. 

“Salt, 64-100 oz. Should be increased to an ounce. 

“Popper, 4-100 0z. Should be increased to 6-100, 

“Tobacco, 44 0z. Quantity ample, but it should be of 
a kind suiiable for both chewing and smoking. Many 
men only smoke tobacco, and the kind issued was noi 
suitable for that purpose. It might be well to issue a 
certain percentage of smoking tobacco, if a kind suitable 
for both purposes cannot be procured.” 

Capt. H. Liggett, Commanding Co. D, says: 

“The three oflicers lived on the ration and used nothing 
else at their mess for four days. The enlisted men ail 
used the ration exclusively for two days, but I do not 
believe that any, except a small percentage—14 men 
continued the use of the ration exclusively after the sec- 
ond day. The conditions were such as to make the ex- 
periment as a test a failure. Most of the enlisted men 
of Co. D are young and inexperienced and have not yet 
become imbued with that strong sense of duty and self 
denial in matters affecting their appetites, which comes 
with larger experience, and though the three officers 
of the company did all in their power, by example and 
by every other legitimate means, to cause the men to 
use the ration exclusively, I soon became satisfied that 
they were buying eggs; milk, ete., outside, and taking 
an oceasional meal with their frineds in the other com- 
panies. At the end of the fourth day, therefore, I or- 
dered a resumption of the field ration, by purchase, as 


we could get it, rather than have a state of affairs hurt- 
ful to discipline continue. 

“From personal experience in using the ration, I found: 

“Ist. That the pea soup, made from the pea meal, as 
issued, is unpalatable and nauseating, (and though very 
nutritious), the addition of the salt and pepper does not 
correct this. There must be some strong condiment 
added to the meal to make the soup palatable, something 
in the nature of Worcestershire sauce. The pea meal 
is ample in quantity. 

“2d. Bacon, of excellent quality and ample. 

“Sd. Coffee, of excellent quality and ample. 

“4th. Salt and pepper, ample. 

“Sth. Saccharine, ample. 

“6th. Hard bread, at least 4 too much, and it would 
be preferable if issued in the old fashioned square cracker 
form. 

“Tth. Tobacco, good quality and ample. 

“The method of serving the ration was as follows: 

“Breakfast: Fried bacon, coffee, hard bread, used 
either as issued or first well soaked in water and then 
fried in bacon fat. 

“Dinner: Pea soup, hard bread, coffee. 

“Supper: Same as breakfast. 

“It was found utterly impossible to use the pea soup 
more than once a day, but I believe if a good, strong 
condiment were added to the meal, it could be used three 
times a day without turning the stomach as in its pres- 
ent shape it surely does. 

“While using the ration the company marched: 

“Ist day, 14 5-10 miles; 2d day, 16 miles; 3d day, 17 
miles; 4th day, 12 miles. 

“It is unquestionably true that the emergency ration 
as issued will support life and strength for a definite 
period, say 10 days; which is all that is intended. There 
is no difficulty whatever in carrying five days’ emergency 
rations on the person.” 

Deputy Surg. Gen. Smart, in his endorsement, which is 
concurred in by Surg. Gen. Sternberg and Commy. Gen. 
Bell, says: 

‘“Phese reports show a total misapprehension of the 
objects of the expedition and illustrate the necessity for 
instructing company officers, if the emergency ration is 
to be of value in times of actual war. The five days’ 
rations, according to the views of the Emergency Board, 
contain food material suflicient to sustain troops for five 
days under the maximum strain of war service, and 
every one who has roughed it on hard bread, bacon and 
coffee, will acknowledge that there is enough. Troop EH, 
Ist Cav., made a ten day march in May last on five 
days’ rations, and the men were in fine spirits and excel- 
lent athletic condition at its close. There is no question, 
therefore, of the ability of five days’ rations to sustain 
men for five days; nor is there any question of the ability 
of troops to economize their five days’ rations so as to 
make them suffice for a longer period, if the officers ex- 
ercise the necessary supervision over the diet of the men, 

“The experiences recorded in the enclosed reports can- 
not be accepted as in any way a test of the emergency 
ration. They are, if anything, a test of whether men 
making light marches could eat and digest in tive days 
what was intended if need be to last them for ten days. 
As might have been expected they could not. They 
found the hard bread and pea meal too much for them: 
but their recommendation that the quantity of each in 
the emergency ration be reduced has no value, because 
made in the evident absence of an understanding of why 
the quantity in the ration was larger than they could 
eat during their march. 

“The aims of the officers of these commands in making 
this march as a test of the ration should have been to 
see that the men lived on that ration, and on the articles 
of the ration alone; to see that as the men had more than 
enough at command they did not do themselves harm by 
overeating, and to see that no part of the ration was 
destroyed or thrown away, so that at the close of the 
march a report could have been made of how much of 
each article had been used under the conditions of their 
tive day march. Another of the objects of a test march 
by infantry should have been to determine the best way 
for the soldier to carry his ration. One report says that 
there is no difficulty in carrying five days’ rations, but 
the best method of packing is not specified; while from 
another report it is gathered that only half a day's ra- 
tions was carried on the person. Obviously, as the most 
elementary points connected with testing the value of the 
emergency ration do not seem to have been appreciated 
on this mareh, the reports of the march have no bearing 
on the sufficiency or insufliciency of the ration.”

CONTROLLER’S DECISION. 

The Controller has decided that an officer of the Army 
who neglects to obtain transportation from the Quarter 
master’s Department, as required by his orders, is not 
entitled to mileage under the act of July 17, 1862. This 
decision arose in the case of Lieut. Henry S. Harter, 1st 
Minnesota Battery, who claims reimbursement for ex- 
penses incurred in a journey under orders from New 
York to St, Paul, Minn,, and return in 1865. No record 
is found of an attempt on his part to obtain transporta- 
tion, and the Controller says that when a claimant has 
slept on his rights for more than 30 years, he is guilty of 
laches, and a preseumption arises that the claim was 
never valid or that it has already been paid. 

Another decision of the Controller of interest to Army 
officers, is that rendered this week in the case of Ist 
Lieut, Alexander R. Piper, 15th Inf. On June 30, 1892, 
Lieut. Piper was relieved from his station at Fort Oma- 
ha and detailed as professor of military science at Gor- 
don University, Barnesville, Ga. He did not report in 
person at the university for duty till Aug. 18, but re- 
ceived commutation of quarters for July and August, 
but was afterward required to refund $37.60, commuta- 
tion of quarters from July 1 to Aug. 17. He now claims 
commutation of quarters for that period, but has been 
decided against by the Controller, who says that an of 
ticer relieved from duty at a station where he had quar- 
ters in kind, and ordered to report for duty at a college 
during vacation is not entitled to commutation of quar- 
ters prior to the date on which he reports in person at 
the college and a report by letter does not have the ef- 
fect of placing him on duty in a sense to entitle him to 
commutation of quarters. The fact that the college was 
closed for the vacation does not affect the case, The Con- 
troNer holds that from ‘the time Lieut. Piper was re- 
lieved from duty at Fort Omaha till he reported in per- 
son at Gordon University he was not on duty, absent or 
on leave from either station,
